Hamlin citizens jointed the rest of the nation and the p e o­ 


ple of the world this week end in mourning the tragic 


assassination of President John Fitzgerald Kennedy Fri­ 


d ay in Dallas while he w a s in a motorcade going through 


he streets of that city before he w a s to a d d r e s s a large 


crowd at a dinner luncheon. 


He w as shot from am bush with a high-powered rifle just 


as the President s motorcade w a s leaving downtown D al­ 


las at the end of a triumphal tour through the city s sheets. 


C h a rg es were filed against Lee Harvey Osw ald. 24, by 


the City of D allas police department for the murder of the 


President and the wounding of Gov. John B. Connelly of 


T exas who w a s riding in the car with the President. Mrs. 


Kennedy a n d Mrs. Johnson, also in the car were unharm ­ 


ed.
